proclamation  of  the  Establishment  of  the 
Concordia  Association  of  Manchoukuo. 

Th«  land  of  Manchuria  and  Mongolia  haa  boon  died,  iron  tc 
indent  tluethe  heavenly  place  In  the  -oat  and,  with  the  vaet  area 
of  land  and  not  a  email  population.  If  the  natural  reaourcee 
had  been  developed  by  the  race,  -ho  lived  there  heretofore,  lta 
civilization  would  have  been  above  that  of  wurope  and  America 
and  It.  reaourcee  would  have  been  the  moat  abundant  In  the 
Orient.  It  la  on  account  of  the  lack  of  cooperation  among  the 
racea  In  the  pact  that  the  civilization  remalna  Inactive  and 

the  reaouroea  ore  .till  left  undeveloped. 

To  look  book  upon  lta  hlatory,  the  time-honored  land  of 
Vanohurla  and  Mongolia  waa  the  home  once  of  Halao  Chen  and  on. 
of  ye oc hull;  thereafter  dynaaty  after  dynaaty  auch  aa  Liao, 
Chin,  yuan  and  Chlng  governed  theae  provlnoee.  In  modem  tlm-s 
-hen  the  land  Tell  In  danger  of  becoming  a  prey  to  Ruaala,  Jape 
took  up  arm.  and  defeated  Ruaala,  thereby  eatabll.hlng  a  basis 
for  the  co-ezlatenoe  and  co-proaperlty  of  all  racea  In  thle  lan 
of  delight.  It  -aa,  however ,  a  great  pity  that  for  about  t-ent 
year,  alnce  bandlta  occupied  the  place,  there  were  avarloloua 
and  corrupt  official,  who  cauaed  terrible  aufferlnga  to  the 
people  end  committed  open  bribery  aide  by  aide  with  the  great 
number  of  bandlta.  Aa  a  reault  .  Manchurian  civilization  haa 
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declined  and,  worse  than  that,  the  Manchuria  Incident  was 
caused  by  exclusionism.  Today,  by  Providential  chance  there 
has  been  established  a  new  State  on  which,  In  fact,  the  fate 
of  30,000,000  people  depends.  If  all  the  races  of  the  country 
go  on  in  full  cooperation  for  the  good  of  common  development 
In ‘the  spirit  of  the  foundation  of  their  State  and  on  the 
principle  of  "Wangtao"  (Kingly  Way)  effecting  the  reformation 
of  agrlouUttre  and  Industry,  neither  monopolistic  capitalism 
no*  despotic  communism  nor  the  deceptive  San-mln  principle  will 
be  able  to  prevail  in  the  country  any  more.  Then  the  burden 
upon  the  people  will  be  lightened,  peace  and  order  will  be 
maintained,  the  people's  rights  will  be  respected,  and  their 
/  happiness  will  be  promoted.  Industry  will  become  more 

prosperous  and  national  wealth  will  increase.  Standing  on  her 
own  firm  and  steady  basis,  the  nation  will  then  be  able  to 
draw  up  a  positive  plan  for  her  outward  expansion.  In  this 
way,  the  true  and  real  happiness  of  the  Bast  can  at  last  be 
established.  *  This  Is  as  the  ancient  words  say,  "Light  comes 
from  the  Bast  and  shines  upon  the  western  regions." 

But,  In  case  of  failure  in  cooperation  among  the  diverse 
race*  any  excluding  another,  in  these  days  after  the  founda- 
.  tlon  of  the  State,  no  means  *  for  the  development  of 
agriculture  and  Industry  will  be  fodnd  and,  consequently, 
formidable  calamity  will  be  brought  aboutAheavy  pressure  f*om 
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capitalism,  disturbance  through  communism  and  treachery  in  the 
San-min  principle.  Holding  such  opinion  as  thls^have  establish¬ 
ed  the  present  Council.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to 
observe  the  spirit  in  which  the  State  has  been  established  and 
to  consolidate  the  foundation  of  the  nation  on  "’•'ANGTAC" 

(Kingly  Way) with  full  cooperation  among  the  races,  in  order 
to  imbue  the  people  with  the  idea  of  f ANGTAC  government.  The 
public  will  be  cordially  welcomed  to  our  Council. 


PROGRAM 

Though  the  Council  will  not  engage  in  political  movements, 
the  aims  and  principles  of  its  activities  are  as  follow*. 

1.  We  aim  at  realizing  WANOTAO  government  and  will  remove 

the  remnants  of  militaristic  despotism. 

2.  wiconomioally,  through  encouraging  agriculture  and 
reforming  industry,  we  try  to  guarantee  the  life  of  the  people 
and  to  exclude  destructive  oommunism  and  monopolistic  capitalism 

3.  As  for  national  thought,  we  aim  at  harmonisation  among 
the  races,  that  they  attack  importance  to  propriety  and  be 
contented  with  their  life  endowed  by  God,  and  live  according  to 
international  fraternization. 
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
